Earle Doesn’t Think So Now 
Because of Roosevelt’s Failure 
to Handle the Sugar Trust.

Washington, June 29.—George H. 


Barle, Jr., of Philadelphia, renewed his 


attack upon former President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt today before the house 
“gugar trust” investigation. He was 
especially denunciatory of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s alléged failure to institute 
criminal prosecution of American 
Sugar Refining Company officials aft- 
er the Pennsylvania Sugar Refinery 
deal was exposed in 1906. Mr. Earle 
spoke with such emphasis that he of- 
fered to apologize if the committee 
thought Mr. Roosevelt's inaction was 
not reprehensible. 

 Reesevelt Wouldn’t Debate. 

Mr. Earle declared he had offered to 
debate the issue with Roosevelt in 
New York last fall, but that the latter 
declined the opportuniy to over- 
whelm” him. He said he had ap- 
proached Mr. Roosevelt with the feel- 
ing that he was “the greatest man in 
the universe.” Now, however, he 
wanted, he said, to submit his case 
to the people of Kansas, “who still 
think“ of the former chief executive 
as he once did. 

This aroused Representative Madi- 
pon, of Kansas, who declared he still 
believed in the integrity of Mr. Roose- 
velt, and a spirited cofloquy followed. 

Used to Think Roosevelt Great. 

used to think Theodore Roosevelt 
wae the greatest man in the universe, 
and thé people of Kansas still do,” de- 
olared. Mr. Earle, when he resumed his 

y today. Mr. Earle told how 
Mr. Roosevelt once talked to him in 
Latin, and, in a more serious vein, dis- 
cussed the sugar trust and the tariff.

4 Son after the wrecking of the 
“Real ‘Estate Trust Company, and the 
closing of the Pennsylvania Sugar Re- 
fining Company, told the committee 
yesterday that former President 
Roosevelt had lost his preference for 
big game,” in not prosecuting the 
sugar trust officials in that case. 

“Have you ever had any trouble 
with Mr. Roosevelt?’ asked Chairman 
Hardwick today. 

“None at all. I voted for him twice, 
and stumped for him, and when I wrote 
to him about this case 1 was sure 
something would be done.” 

Roosevelt Quoted Latin. 

“Never had any communication with 
him since?“ 

“No: I have met Mr. Roosevelt, but 
once since I left Harvard, and that was 
at the white house. He asked me if 
my career at Harvard had done me any 
good. 

„told him that I didn't know. Then, 
in that peculiar enunciation which he 
possesses, he quoted me something in 
Latin, which 1 couldn't by any chance 
understand. Being examined in Latin 
by the president of the United States 
made me feel silly, so I smiled, and 
the president slapped me on the back 
and said: 

see you understand,’ which, of 
course, I didn’t, but by smiling it made 
him think so. That's the only conver- 
sation I remember having had with 
Roosevelt in many years.” 

“Has your activity in the sugar case 
caused you any persecution by the 
Sugar trust people? 

“None at all. Some of the sugar 
trust people are my personal friends. 
Thomas was my classmate at Harvard, 
and George Frazier is my personal 
friend. In all this transaction I never 
found anything that reflected on them. 

Marked by Tragic Events. 

In relating the history of the case,

events, including the physical collapse 
of Adolph Segal, the death of Augustus 
Kissel and the suicide of Frank K. 
Hipple. 

Chairman Hardwick interrogated the 
witness regarding tariff matters.

Tel Inauguration Committee 
He Will Announce and Reads 
later to Covington 


RESOLUTION. FOR PRIMARY 


Effort Will Be. Made to Get 
Primary Resolution to a Vote 
on Saturday Judge Coving- 
ton Won’t Discuss Governor 
Smith’s Letter, but Does Not 
Deny Receiving It. 


“After I am inaugurated as governor 
I shall announce as a candidate for 
the United States senate.” 

Such, in substance, is the statement 
made by Governor Hoke Smith to mem- 
bers of the inauguration committee of 
the house and senate when it called 
upon him to arrange the details for 
the inauguration Saturday. 

The fact that Governor Smith made 
a statement to this effect, comes dl- 
rect from the inauguration committee 
itself. 

In this connection Governor Smith 
is reported to have read to the com- 
mittee from a letter which he wrote 
to Judge W. A. Covington, evidently in 
reply to a letter he had received from 
Judge Covington, and in which he stat- 
ed in substance that he proposed to 
announce or to get into the race fol- 
lowing the inauguration. 

It is said Mr. Smith did not object 
to members of the committee repeating 
to other members of the general as- 
sembly what he had said, and during 
the day his utterance went the rounds. 
Covington “Knows” Smith Will Run. 

The indications were, according to 
details of the story as it comes from 
the committee, that Judge Covington 
had written a letter to Governor Smith 
asking him if he expected to announce 
as a candidate for senator, or words 
to that effect, and that Governor 


Smith had replied to that letter stating 
that he would announce or that he 
would be found in the race following 
the inauguration. 

Judge Covington was asked by a 
representative of The Constitution, if 
he had written to Governor Smith and 
received a reply on that subject and 
along the line reported. His answer 
indicated that there had been such a 
correspondence, though he declined to 
discuss it further than to Say. 

“I do not know that it is proper for 
me to say that I have received a letter 
from Mr. Smith unless I am sure that 
he wishes this fact to be known. 

“I believe, however, it is proper for 
ame to say that I know that his name 
will be placed in nomination for the 
senatorship, and that he approves it.” 

Governor Could Not Be Seen. 

A representative of The Constitution 
called at the office of Governor Smith 
in the Peters building, but he was too 
busy to be seen. 

When a request was sent in for a 
brief interview upon the subject of his 
statement to the inauguration commit- 
tee, the reply came back that Governor 
Smith had nothing to give out to any 
of the newspapers. 

This development is interpreted in 
two ways around te Kimball lobby, 
depending, of course, on the point of 
view. 

Friends of Governor Smith say that 
he has ascertained that he has a ma- 


jority of the members for him and has, 
therefore, decided to let his name 
before the general assembly. 7 
On the other side the statement is 
made that Governor Smith knew that 
he could not de elected without an- 
nouncing his candidacy, and that he 
has finally determined to announce in 
order to try to save what would oth- 
erwise have been a wholly lost cause.

Senator Kenyon Says. There 


Ought b Be Prosecutions, 


Hines, Millionaire Lumberman, 
Takes Stand and Contradicts 
Evidence Given by Other Wit- 
nesses---Hines Again Involves 
Taft, Aldrich and Penrose. 


Washington, June 4 9—intimation 
that prosecution of ceftain wit.esses 
for perjury would grow out of the sen- 
ate investigation of the election of 
Senator Lortmer was forthcoming to- 
day during the examination of Edward 
Hines, the Chicago millionaire lum- 
berman, whose.name is connected with 
the alleged $100,000 fund collected to 
elect Mr. ‘Lorimer. Mr. Hines flatly 
contradicted many statements of pre- 
vious witnesses, and the situation 
aroused Senator Kenyon, of Iowa. 
“Now, there ought to be some pros- 
ecutions for perjury right here,” he 
exclaimed. He did not indicate whom 
he would have indicted, but his re- 
Mark created a profound impression. 

All day Mr. Hines was on the stand, 
and his examination was not cor eluded 
when the committee adjourned unt 
tomorrow. His first testimony that 
attracted deep interest was his de- 
tailed account of how he said Presi- 
dent Taft, former Senator Aldrich and 
Senator Penrose had him exert his in- 
fluence to have Mr. Lorimer elected to 
the senate. 

Taft Won’t Discuss Hives. 

It was announced at the white house 
tonight that the president would not 
discuss Mr. Hines’ reiterated statement 
that the chief executive expressed any 
preference for Mr. Lorimer for senator. 

At the time Mr. Hines made his 
declaration to the investizating com- 
mittee of the Illinois senate that Mr. 
Taft, Senator Aldrich and Senator Pen- 
rose had expressed a desire for Mr. 
Lorimex's election, friends of the pres- 
jident were prompt in their denial that 
ur. Taft was in any way interested. 
It was said then that the president had 
merely expressed the hope that the 
deadlock in Illinois would be broken. 

At the afternoon session, Senators 
Gamble, Kenyon and Jones plied the 
witness with questions designed to 
show that he knew nothing directly of 
President Taft's attitude on the mat- 
ter. The witness declared that at first 
he understood the administration was 
merely anxious for a republican to be 
elected, but later it became copvinced, 
from some source, that Mr. . Lorimer 
was the only one the factions could 
unite upon, and hence it favored him. 

“You didn’t understand that Presi- 
dent Taft and Senator Aldrich wanted 
to have Mr. Lorimer elected by demo- 
cratic votes, did you?’ inquired Sen- 
ator Gamble. 

“I don't know,” replied the witness. 
“That question was not discussed.” 
Not to Influence Democrats. 
“Did you think your message to 
Springfield that President Taft and 
Senators Aldrich and Penrose wanted 
Lorimer elected, would influence dem- 

ocrats?’ inquired Senator Jones. 

No; I thought it was to influence 
Governor Deneen.“ 

Mr. Hines then denied, in its en- 
tirety, the testimony of Clarence 8. 
Funk, general manager of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, regarding 
the conversation the two men had at 
the Union League Club in Chicago 
shortly after Mr. Lorimer’s election. 
Mr. Funk had testified that Mr. Hines 
asked him on that occasion for a 
$10,000 contribution to a $100,000 Lori- 
mer campaign fund. Mr. Hines testi- 
fied that Mr. Funk asked for an in- 
troduction to the new senator and for 
the privilege of contributing to his 
election expenses. 

Mr. Hines added that when he men- 
tioned the proposed introduction Mr. 
Lorimer objected, because he regarded 
Mr. Funk as one of his active enemies. 
When the senator explained to Mr. 
Hines that he had no election ex- 
penses to defray, Mr. Hines said he 
decided not to mention Mr. Funk’s 
offer. 

Subsequently, ne said, Mr. Funk ex- 
pressed disappointment over the out- 
come ‘ef his conversation wiih Mr. 
Hines, but continued very cordial. 

Hines Makes Fiat Denial. 

Mr. Hines denied he ever went to Mr. 
Funk’s office to refresh the latter's 
memory as to the Union League con- 
versation.

Agreements. 


New Tork. June 29.—Nine indict- 
ments charging restraint of trade in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law were returned by a federal grand 
jury here this afternoon against as 
many associations and a long list of 
individuals comprising the so-called 
“wire trust,” affiliated with the steel 
industry. 

Prominent among the defendants are 
Herbert L. Satterlee, president of the 
Habirshaw Wire Company, Yonkers, N. 
v., and a son-in-law of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, and William P. Palmer, president 
of the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the United States 
Steel Corporation, and Frank Jay 
Gould, of New York, president of the 
Old Dominion Iron and Nail Works 
Company, Belle Isle, Richmond, Va. 

What the Suit Charges. 

“What this suit charges,“ said Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise, “is a trade agree- 
ment in restraint of trade.“ 

The government does not seek to 
establish a physical or fiscal merger 
of the properties or interests indicat- 
ed, but a series of pools to maintain 
prices and apportion territory, in elim- 
ination of competition, and so in vio- 
lation of the Sherman act. 

Thus the suit appears as a further 
earnest of the government’s deter- 
mination to deal rigorously with re- 
strictive trade agreements, 

There is no indication, however, that 
evidence gathered by the bureau of cor- 
porations in its investigation of the 
steel corporation played any part in 
the indictments. Only two of the in- 
dicted associations contain subsidiary 
companies of the giant corporation— 
namely the American Steel and Wire 
Company and the Trenton Iron Com- 


pany.

Gambier Wants. Annulment. 

Mrs. Gambier’s lawyer, Augustus W. 

VanWyck, then asked Justice Pendle- 
ton to try the annulment suit before a 
jury, which would necessitate putting 
in all the evidence that has been of- 
fered in the separation suit. The court 
thought he had no power to do this 
because the case had been sent to him 
by another justice to be tried, and his 
only jurisdiction was to try it. 
Martin W. Littleton, counsel for Mr. 
Gambier, agreed with the court that 
a jury could not be called by Justice 
Pendleton, but the court decided “to 
hold the motion over until tomorrow 
morning for a decision.

The general charges in all the in- 
dictments are the same, allowing for 
the difference of the business in which 
the defendants were engaged.

“Because said corporations, at all 
such time, have been, and in fact, now 
are. separate and distinct from each 
other, their gaid interstate business 
should have been conducted by each 
strictly on a competitive basis, and 
would be so conducted but for the un- 
3 conspiracy hereinafter mention- 
ed. 

It is set forth that the various as- 
sociations organized under their asso- 
clation names and each elected a sup- 
ervisor, and adopted rules and regula- 
tions. An arbitrary rating was de- 
termined, it is charged, by the ratio 
of output for an agreed time; each 
member was obliged to pay $5,000 or 
less into a fund called “the general de- 
posit” and in case any member failed 
to abide by the regulations his depos- 
it was forfeited. 

Non-Competitive Prices. 

Raw materials were bought, it is al- 
leged, in one indictment at “arbitrary 
and non-competitive prices to be 
agreed upon by said defendants, being 
prices lower than those for which the 
respective corporations would be en- 
abled to purchase said raw materials, 
but for the unlawful conspiracy here- 
in described.” 

In the indictment against the Bare 
Copper Wire Association it is charged 
that the corporations forming the as- 
sociation produced 95 per cent of the 
entire bare copper wire consumed in 
the United States and that they had 
absolute control of the price. 

Fine and Imprisonment. 

Upon conviction each of the defend- 
ants is liable to not more than a year’s 
imprisonment or a fine of $5,000 or 
both. 

In the indictments neither the 
American Steel and Wire Company 
nor the John A. Robelings Sons Com- 
pany, also known as the Trenton Iron 
Works, are designated as belonging to 
the United States Steel Corporation. 

When William P. Palmer, head of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, 
was informed of his indictment he 
said: 

“This is all new to me. 
nothing to say.” 

At the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Thomas W. Lamont, one of the mem- 
bers of that firm, said he had no 
knowledge concerning any of the as- 
sociations mentioned in the indict- 
ment. 

He further saig ‘mt no one connect- 
ed with the firm knew anything about 
the federal proceedings and therefore 
could not discuss the matter.

That the four announced candidates 
tor United States senator are in favor 
ba a primary for the election of a 
senator was the report made by a 
committee at a meeting held last night 
in the ballroom of the New Kimball. 

This committee was appointed. at a 
meeting Wednesday at the people’s 
headquarters to interview senatorial 
candidates and ascertain their views 
upon a primary election. The candi- 
dates who said they favored a primary 
were Senator Joe Terrell« Hon. Pleas- 
ant A. Stovall, S. Guyt McLendon and 


Judge Covington. 

The stand of the candidates will be 
reported to the two legislative bodies, 
and it is hoped that the result will be 
a delay of the election for senator un- 
til the bill is passed that will enable 
a primary to be held. 

To Secure a Primary. 

The People’s Headquarters are locat- 
ed at rooms 308-10 in the New Kimball. 
It is said that the headquarters were 
established merely to bring to the peo- 
ple of the state their right to elect 
a senator by popular vote, and to 80 
impress the various senators and rep- 
resentatives that they will pass a law 
authorizing such an election. 

Tom Watson was not present at the 
meeting, having returned home Thurs- 
day to complete arrangements there 
for a Fourth of July celebration. 
Resolutions were passed stating that 
the meetings were not held in or by 
the interests of Mr. Watson, 
the interest of the people, 
though Mr. Watson had been of great 
aid to them, he was not their selected 
candidate for United States senator, 
nor were they supporting any other 
candidate.

CHANGE THE DATE 
OF INAUGURATION 


Governor Will Take Office in 
January, According to 
Burwell Bill. 


A bill will be introduced in the house 
this morning by Mr. Burwell, of Han- 
cock, changing the time for the in- 
auguration of governor to January in- 
stead of June. The bill provides for 
a change in section 331 of the code 
of 1910, so as to allow the legislature 
to hold, every two years, a session of 
ten days beginning on the first Tues- 
day in January. This session will be 
held for the purpose of inaugurating 
the governor. The first January ses- 
sion will be held in 1913, when Hoke 
Smiths’ successor ib ipaugurated and 
this will shorten Mr. Smith’s term six 
months. 

When the biennial January sessions 
are held, the June sessions of that 
year will be forty instead of fifty days. 

On the years when there are no 
January sessions, the June sessions 
will be fifty days as at present. 

Beginning on the first Tuesday of 
January in 1913, the legislature will 
convene for ten days. On the fourth 
Wednesday of June in that year it will 
convene for forty days. In 1914 there 
will be only one session of fifty days, 
beginning the fourth Wednesday in 


June. 

That is, under Mr. Burwell’s bill, 
there will be in the odd years two ses- 
sions of the legislature, in January 
and June, and in the even years there 
will be only one session, in June. 

It is understood that Hoke Smith 
has agreed to this change and the 
shortening of his term. It is the gen-

Joyce Sustained Only Slight 
Injuries as Result of

“Chicago, June 29.—John J. Joyce, an 
aviator, fell 500 feet in a biplane at 
Hawthorne park and escaped with only 
slight injuries.

Sounds of distress from his room 
aroused other persons in the house, 
who found him unconscious. He nev- 
er spoke, and was dead when 
the Grady hospital ambulance arrived. 
Identification was by means of vari- 
ous personal papers which he had in 
his pocket. 
Death From Paralysis. 

Coroner Donehoo was notified and 
an inquest was held at Greenberg & 
Bond undertaking establishment, 


where the body was taken. The jury, 
of which R. E. Jenkins was foreman, 
found that Mr. Crass came te his 
death from paralysis. 

Mrs. Mary E. Sawyer, who runs a 
rooming house at 44 Houston street, 
testified that Mr. Crass came there 
in search of a room about 11:30 
o'clock Thursday morning. She was 
not well at the time and he was 
shown upstairs. by the maid, Pinkie 
Shepherd. 

J must He down at once,” he said 
as they started up. And as the maid 
let him precede her, he added, “You 
go in front; I might fall on you.” 

Less than half an hour later Mrs. 
Myra Labuszan, who was across the 
hall from Mr. Crass’ room, heard 
sounds of distress, as if someone were 
choking. She summoned Mrs. Sawyer 
and together they went into the room, 
where they found Mr. Crass partially 
undressed, lying across the bed. He 
was unconscious and seemed to be 
struggling for breath. They tried to 
induce respiration, and Mrs. Sawyer, 
who is a trained nurse, administered a 
hypodermic of strychnine and diga- 
talis. His condition was so serious 
that the ambulance was summoned, 
but he died before it arrived. 

Had Been in Ill Health. 

At his home it was stated that Mr. 
Crass had been in ill health for a long 
time. He suffered both with heart 
trouble and with indigestion, and had 
been very sick Wednesday night. He 
was not feeling well on Thursday and 
did not leave his home until late in the 
morning. 

Mr. Crass was 61 years old, and one 
of the best-known capitalists in the 
city, being chiefly interested in real 
estate. He had large holdings. on 
Peachtree street, Piedmont avenue, 
Decatur street, and a beautiful home 
on Ponce de Leon avenue. His latest 
venture was the erection of a hotel at 
the corner of Houston and Pryor 
streets, which is not yet completed. He 
leaves a large fortune. 

He had been a resident of Atlanta 
but little more than a year. He was 
originally from Kentucky, near Pa- 
ducah, but had lived in many 

laces throughout the south, where 
Mis business carried him. He was 
ell known as a contractor and 
engineer, constructing and operating 
the Lookout Mountain incline at Chat- 
tanooga, the government parks at 
Vicksburg and Chickamauga and other 
works. He was a memer of the Capi- 
tal City Club. During the yellow fever 
epidemic he was mayor of. Decatur, 
Ala. : 

Surviving Mr. Crass. are his wife, 
who is prostrated at the shock, and his 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lowry Porter, and one grandchild. 

No funeral arrangements have been 
made, pending the arrival of relatives.

One car came 
out the Louisville road, crosseq Jenks 
bridge into Bryan county and thence 
to Daisy, Tattnall county, where it 
was joined by the other car, which 
came out the Ogeechee road, across 
King’s bridge into Bryan and through 
Taylor’s creek, Liberty county, to 
Daisy.

WRONG TRAIN 


Bandits Thought They Were 
Holding Up Shipment of 
$400,000 in Gold.

Glendale, Ore., June 29.—Apparently 
mistaking the first section of north- 
bound passenger train No. 16 on the 
Southern Pacific railroad for a south- 
bound train sald to be carrying a 
shipment of $400,000 in gold dust from 
Seattle to San Francisco, two robbers 
held up the northbound train last 
night near West Fork, an isolated 
station in Cow Creek canyon. 

The robbers rifled the mail car, 
blowing up the safe, and made away 
with the registered mail. They tried 
to secure entrance to the express car, 
but were foiled by Messenger Robb, 
who refused to open the door, despite 
threats that they would use dynamite 
if he resisted. The robbers, after 
fruitlessly prying with a crowbar. at 
the side door of the car, finally de- 
sisted ang decamped with the loot se- 
cured from the mail car. 

The amount taken by the robbers 
cannot be ascertained at this time. 
This train carries in its registered 
mail the cash from southern Oregon 
postoffices to Eugene, Ore., which is 
their depository, ang this was prob- 
ably included in the mail stolen. 7 

The robbers boarded the train at 
West Fork while the engine was tak- 
ing water. Soon after it had got ‘un- 
der way they crawled over the tender 
into the cab and directed the en- 
gineer to stop the train. 

This done, one of the men kept the 
engineer and fireman under cover with 
his revolver, while the other one went 
back ang uncoupled the mail and 
baggage cars. Then the engineer was 
ordered to pull these cars some dis- 
tance up the track, where he was 
again ordered to stop. The robbers 
went back to the mail car and, lining 
the mail clerks up, took the registered 
mail pouches and dynamited the mail 
car safe. 

The noise of the explosion warned 
Messenger Robb of what was taking 
place and when the demand came for 
him to open his door he made no re- 
sponse.

There Are 31,377 Acres in

Washington, June 29.—(Special.)— 
The national forest reservation com- 
mission held a meeting in the office 
of the secretary of war today to re- 
ceive and examine the contract pre- 
pared by the attorney general covering 


the sale of the tract of 31,377 acres 
in North Georgia. Representative Lee, 
who is a member of the commission, 
said that the deed transferring the 
land to the government must be ac- 
ceptable to the legal officers of the 
United States before the transfer could 
be made, but he entertains hopes that 
this detail can be arranged to the en- 
— 1 satisfaction of everybody concern- 
e 

The land in north Georgia which it 
is proposed to set aside as a forest 
reserve under the Weeks’ Appalachian 
forest reserve, has at present no value 
for recreational purposes for the peo- 
ple of Georgia and contiguous states, 
but might easily be developed along 
this line if set apart as a forest re- 
serve, according to the report made to 
the commission by Clyde Leavitt, of | 
the forest service, in recommending the 
purchase. 

Small Game Ie Scarce. 

He says that the small game is com- 
paratively scarce and the large game 
has all been exterminated. While in 
the more remote and _ inaccessible 
creeks trout fishing is fairly good, arti- 
ficial] restocking would be necessary in 
many places to secure satisfactory re- 
sults. The report continues: 

The main traveled wagon roads 
outside the tract are in general in 
fairly good condition. Inside the tract 
the principal wagon roads are on the 
eastern or Rock Creek side of ‘the 
southern division. 

“However, these old roads are for 
the most part either grown up with 
underbrush or have been eroded to 
such an extent as to render them un- 
serviceable for use other than as trails. 

“The increasing values of timbered 
lands in the southern states is bringing 
about a rapid transfer of mountain 
lands of this character from the older 
settlers into the hands of speculators 
or lumber companies. In general the 
attempt is made to secure solid blocks 
of land located on single watersheds, in 
order to facilitate lumbering opera- 
tions. For this reason the tendency is 
to buy up even the lands upon which 
considerable clearing has been made. 

“As soon as the exodus of settlers 
has begun, on account of any or all of 
the above reasons, the tendency to fur- 
ther emmigration necessarily becomes 
cumulative, since the population is 
scanty to begin with and any decrease 
in the number of settlers necessarily 
makes it more difficult for those re- 
maining to keep up the roads, schools 
and church services. The burden of 
these community obligations has al- 
ready become so heavy upon the set- 
tlers within the Gennett tract that ‘the 
situation in this regard is given by 
them as one of the principal reasons 
why they have either already sold out 
or wish to sell in case the tract is pur- 
chased by the government. 

“In addition to agricultural use, the 
tract has been subject to grazing by 
hogs and cattle, and to a less extent by 
sheep and goats from the first settle- 
ment. 


Mineral Rights Reserved. 


“Slight evidences of gold have been 
found on some portions of the tract. 
The minerals have been reserved in old 
deeds on approximately one-third of 
the tract, and this reservation will nec- 
essarily be continued should the tract 
be approved for purchase. The mineral 
rights have been separated for a con- 
siderable period of time from the sur- 
face rights, and are held by many dif- 
ferent individuals who are scattered 
widely throughout the country. It will 
be impossible without a great deal of 
trouble and expense to purchase these 
rights, and it would not be worth while 
from an administrative point of view, 
since, so far as is known, the amount 
of mineral development which will be 
practicable at any future time can 
never interfere seriously with the ad- 
ministration of the tract along other 
lines. 

The forest service estimates that 
there are 98,349,636 board feet of tim- 
ber on the tract, or an average of 3.423 
board feet per acre. In addition there 
is 2,585 cords of hemlock bark and 
7,671 cords of chestnut oak bark. 

The standing timber is mostly hard- 
wood, oak, chestnut and poplar. There 
is very little white pine. The forest 
service estimates of the standing tim-

Knoxville, Tenn., June 29.— Dr. P. P. 
Claxton, who was today appointed com- 
missioner of education, was born in 
Bedford county, Tennessee, September 
28, 1862. He was educated in the pub- 
lic schools, and later attended the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, in this city, grad- 
uating from that institution in 1882, 
and later taking a master’s degree here.

Help the Woman Who Wants It. 
However, there are organizations 
hich make it their particular purpose 
to look after the deserving and indus- 
trious young woman; the one who 
wants to be honest and work, but who 
has not the training to do it; who 
wants to make herself the better 
equipped, but does not know how to 
go about it or where to go to ac 
complish it. : 

It.is to help these young women for 
which the Young Woman's Christian 
Association stands and prospers in 
every other community Atlanta's size, 
yet Atlanta is not making it ‘possible 
for the Young Woman's Christian As- 
sociation to perform its beautiful func- 
tion here. 

The Case at Issue. 

A clear case proving this has come 
to light through this department. The 
employer of a large number of young 
women in a shirt factory asked the ed- 
itor to see if she could do something 
about impressing upon young women 
that they could earn wage continu- 
ously, and of just amount, if they 
would learn the simple art of working 
button holes and sewing straight 
seams. He Said it was pitiful the 
number of young women who appealed 
for work, who were given it, and yet 
could not retain the job because they 
were not trained in the simple things 
of the kind. 

The statement of this gentleman was 
published. The secretary of the Young 
Woman's Christian Association saw 
the story, and wrote indorsing what 
had been written. She stated that, 
daily, young women came to her for 
work; that she would tel] them where 
to go, but that they would return too 
frequently and acknowledge they were 
mot trained for the work. She placed 
many in classes where they could be 
trained, but found nowhere to send 
those who could only hope to start in 
factory work. She communicated with 
the employer who needs trained 
women. He offered to give a machine, 
material for the girls to work on, and 
an instructor once or twice a week if 
she could furnish the place and other- 
wise assume the moral obligation for 
the enterprise. It required but little 
funds, and still the little, even, was 
not forthcoming, and the scheme had 
to be abandoned—the scheme which 
for so little might have equipped 
dozens of deserving untrained young 
girls to learn enough to get positions 
to make them self-sustaihing. 

A Member Talks. 

An officer of the association. when 
asked why this work could not be 
initiated, and why the association here 
was not as active as in other places in 
the matter of stimulating the lives of 
young women and reaching more of 
them, stated: 

“It has always been hard to get the 
necessary funds, as the Atlanta women 
do not seem to care to support this 
kind of work as it should be supported, 
making it difficult for us to undertake 
any work that involves outlay of mon- 
ey; and since the building campaign, 
it seems impossible to get any money. 


People who have been in the habit of} 


contributing say they cannot give now 
because they have given to the building 
fund, and even membership renewals 
come in very slowly. In the face of 
this the board has felt.it is impossible 
to risk any money. 

“While nothing could possibly be 
said in disparagement of the rescue 
work being so nationally and interna- 
tionally exploited even in moving pic- 
ture shows, still can't something be 
done in a more conservative and less 
spectacular way to help the woman 
who has never lost her dignity, who 
wants to make herself the useful indi- 
vidual, who is good and wholesome but 
who does not know ehough to com- 
mand the wage which would make her 
self-supporting? 

“This is the woman of the moment 
who is making an earnest stirring call 
and for her I would ask that men and 
women who really have at heart the 
desire to render service to humankind, 
see to it that every chance is given 
her which she asks, which would make 
her the more efficient, whether it be 
learn to make button holes in a shirt 
factory, or practice law at the bar of 
Georgia.”
